The Pre-Summit Line-Up 
WASHINGTON, D C. - Rus- 
si a s military assembly is being 
viewed t o d a y in a changing 
light. The Soviet array la an 
assault force. It Is not an in­ 
vasion force. 
Recent reports from industrial 
sources (which are often ahead 
i 
f military intelligence' s h o w 
he Russians still concentrating 
on missile ranges between 400­ 
1850 miles. There are supposed­ 
ly seven such weapons ready to 
shoot at this writing. They could 
not r e a c h American soil, but 
they were apparently designed 
to zero in on our overseas bases, 
principally in Britain and t h a 
Mediterranean area. 


THE M I D D L E DISTANCE 
missiles, then, are for assault 
but. by special application, they 
are defensive snd deterrent wea­ 
pons. From the Russian v I e w- 
point, they lend to nullify the 
Strategic Air Command, o u r 
American atrike force. 
Among the other medium-range 
Soviet weapons are the subma­ 
rine-borne missiles, equivalent 
to our Polaris. These again ara 
assault w a a p o n s . for u s e 
against American ships and land 
targets, for defense - deterrent 
purposes Russia Is strong In 
submarines hut is not known to 
have anything that could he 
railed an Invasion Navy. T h e 
Soviet» also have anli - aircraft 
missiles, land-haied as well as 
submarine based. These are de­ 
fensive. 


WHILE THE MEDIUM ranges 
dominate in the Soviet missile 
arsenal, the Russian T-l is an 
Intercontinental weapon with a 
greater thrust than the Ameri­ 
can Atlas. The Russian T-4A, 
atilt in its experimental stage, is 
described as having capabilities 
of going half-way around t h o 
world in less than an h ou r . 
Whether it has the guidance to 
reach a target is unknown and 
doubtful 
Adding the Russian air a n d 


sea capabilities to those of its 
better-known Red Army, it is 
possible to make educated spec­ 
ulations as to K r e m l i n strat­ 
egies General I-auris Norstad, 
In Washington to plug for the 
foreign aid bill, has been pre­ 
senting his NATO case w i t h 
more confidence and less panic 
than his predecessors did. 


NATO’S OFFICIAL position. I 
am told by a Norstad aide, is 
that the Red Army Is not now 
an offensive weapon It lacks the 
fuel and communication lines to 
launch a sustained major attack. 
The Red Army is regarded as 
garrison troops for the satellite 
empire, as a place to hide the 
unemployment problem and as 
a standing threat. 
The R u s s i a n war machina 
looks not unlike our own. It 
seems to have a similar pur­ 
pose. The Soviet air * sea land 
forces are primarily lo defend 
by deterrence. This makes sense 
from the viewpoint of Russia, 
which would clearly not be safe 
from attack if she were militari­ 
ly inferior. 


IT AUO MAKES, sense from 
the viewpoint of the Communist 
World revolution which is win­ 
ning on many fronts of the Cold 
War These bloodless victories 
would not be possible if Russia 
were undefended and if Russian 
enemies were not menacingly 
deterred 
Bui while Russia and World 
Communism defend a winning 
streak, the United Slates and its 
allies are defending hardly more 
than a survival hope. J u d g e 
Robert Morris uses the b o o k 
til*. "No Wonder We Are Los­ 
ing" for his narrative of his an­ 
ti-subversive work. 1840-57. 


WE ARE LOSING and. con­ 
versely, Russia is winning, be­ 
cause we have consistently been 
betrayed or seduced into believ­ 
ing that the Communist Revolu­ 
tion is no threat to American in­ 


stitutions. Judge Morris, f i r s t 
with the New York legislature, 
then with the II. S. Navy and 
later with the U. S Senate, in­ 
vestigated the seepage of R e d 
saboteurs into our schools, Lab­ 
or unions, armed services a n d 
Federal government. 
Bob Morris is one of the calm­ 
est men who ever lived. Were 
he lo announce that he had tven 
a lion in the street, he would do 
so without raising his voiqe He 
would also have the time and 
the street address, should any­ 
body happen to ask him. 


TODAY. AS CANDIDATE for 
the New Jersey Republican Par­ 
ty nomination for the U. S. Sen­ 
ate, Morris is once more en­ 
countering the same treasonable 
or incredibly stupid pooh pooh- 
ing of the Red manace. He sees 
litile sign that American official 
have learned from bitter lessons 
of the past. 
Is it against this whole back­ 
ground that the arms r a c e 
plunges on Meanwhile, Russia 
keeps beckoning us toward a 
Summit meeting T h e neutral 
nations urge us to attend Our 
own allies are strong for such 
a meeting. 


BUT WE NEED lo do at least 
three things before we sit down 
in a top-level conference One. 
we must get over the idea that 
Russia is itching to shoot it 
out She is playing a deterrence 
game, like ourselves Next, we 
must adjust our thinking to per­ 
ceive that a Summit Conference 
might be a peace meeting for us. 
but for the Russians it would 
be just another phase of the 
Cold War. 
. Finally, we must be willing 
to isolate ourselves, if need be. 
from faint-hearted neutrals and 
allies. It makes no sense for In­ 
dia and France to influence our 
foreign policy We must make 
the big decision on our own.

One of those big, big 
chocolate Easter eggs. It h a s 
white icing written ori the out­ 
side — "Happy Easter " It has 
curlicue trimming in green ic­ 
ing. 
THERE IS ANOTHER e g g 
the same size that looks like 
chocolate Bui it is nothing you 
can cat. It has an eyehole. Put 
your eye to the little eyehole 
and Inside are little figures. 
The picture is a Biblical shep­ 
herd lending his sheep. 
WHEN I WAS a boy. we hid 
our Easier eggs In the evening.

WHILE CHURCH was going 
0(1 — we go here early so my 
great-grandmother 
could look 
over what the other women were 
wearing—the ladies peeked over 
the hymn books at each other's 
hats. 
They did not say anything in 
church. But they concentrated. 
Like I did on where the Easter 
eggs were. They concentrated on 
what was being worn. So when 
they got home they could hash 
everything over at leisure. 
AFTER CHURCH we could go 
home and man! Aftqr those 
eggs! Since it was Sunday, it 
had to be done quietly. Grandpa 
did not allow small boys to 
holler or run around too much 
on Sunday. And you had to keep 
your pood clothes on. But could 
take off your coat. 
All the ladies went out in the 
kitchen to fry chicken. And all 
the men sat on the front porch 
alongside the Osage orange tree. 
They talked about politics Once 
In awhile an aunt or mother 
would come out and yell at us: 
"If you eat another egg, you 
won't want your dinner." 
But we always did.

Easter Gifts 


Can Be Kept 


Gardeners lucky enough to re­ 
ceive living plants as E a s t e r 
gifts will Rave no trouble giving 
them the care they require, says 
the California Association of N ur­ 
serymen. Following a few simple 
rules will result in years of en­ 
joyment from azaleas, cyclamen, 
camellias and hydrangeas receiv­ 
ed at this time. 
Azaleas and camellias may be 
set out immediately after E aster 
or retained In their pots for a 
short time. It Is wise to condi­ 
tion planta which have been in 
doors for a long time to outdoor 
planting by leaving the w h o l e 
potted plant outdoors for a week 
or two. 
Azaleas and 
camellias 
should 
be planted In a well-drained loca 
tion in soil consisting mostly of 
leaf mold and peat moss. Heavy 
soil can be lightened by the addi­ 
tion of sand.

great red bud. through the blos­ 
som period and to the m a t u r e 
fruit The palms are short, the 
banana bunch being within easy 
reach. When the single bunch 
produced by a palm is cut. the 
entire palm is cut down and a 
new one springs up from the root. 


THIS SEEMS TO go on year 
after year, providing the planta­ 
tion gets plenty of fertilizer and 
w ater. The hillsides are doted 
with reservoirs for holding w ater 
for gravity irrigation. A banana 
plantation is sold not by the acre 
but by the square m eter. It works 
out to be about $15,000 per acre. 
T hat's one thing around here that 
is not cheap. We understand that 
the return is very good, but the 
plar.iation owners seem vague on 
the subject. 
One successful banana planta­ 
tion is operated in the bottom of 
a 1.000 foot deep volcanic crater 
The farm er of this unusual set up 
appeared som e years ago in Rip­ 
ley's "B elieve It or Not.” All the 
hauling up and down the steep 
crater w alls is done by men and 
donkeys and camels. 


TO G ET OFF THE agricultural 
front — we douht if it would be 
wise for an American girl to m ar­ 
ry a Spaniard. Canarios are the 
most graciojs gentlem en, usually 
handsom e and very good dancers. 
They are gay and charm ing and 
have the reputation of being de­ 
voted husband and fathers. BUT. 
it is ' a socially accepted custom 
here for papa to go out on t h e 
town and have him self a b ig 
evening while m am a stays at 
home! It isn’t because she has to 
baby sit. for baby sitters are a 
dim e a dozen, it seem s rather to 
be a bit of the Moorish influence. 


THE MALES LIKE to b u z z 
around and see w hat cooks but 
their own. personal women m ust 
apparently be protected from see­ 
ing too m uch of the world. The 
gentlem en we have talked to ad­ 
vance the theorv that m arried 
women do not like to go out.

“ CONTRARY TO public belief, 
baby talk is often a useful de­ 
velopm ent tool, used by the child 
during the first few y ears of life 
to aid in m astering the difficult 
sounds th a ' flow easily from the 
lips of his parents," M entzer 
said. 
Baby talk, the speech expert 
pointed out. is discarded as more 
m ature speech takes its place 
and is seldom as detrim ental to 
the child's talking habits as is 
com m only supposed. 


"W E H E LP THE child to walk. 
wp teach children to feed a n d 
clothe them selves, but we usually 
assum e that learning to talk is á

Try to Get Patients on Feet

that just about all surgeons now 
believe in getting patients on their 
feet quickly after operations, but 
a large number are inccesi.-'eet 
or afraid in putting the belief into

D r. Dan,cl J. Leithauser. 
De­ 
troit. a pioneer advocate of exer 
rising surgical patients, conducted 
the survey and appeared some­ 
what dismayed at the results. For 
Instance, some of his colleagues 
let 
patients 
decide 
when 
and 
whether to get out of bed and 
walk 
LEtTHAl’SER B E IJe VYis that 
Is "the surgeon's responsihlity." 
and not "the patient's desires;" 
he believes surgical patients should 
be required to walk not only on 
the very day of their surgery, 
but as soon as they have recover­ 
ed from the anesthetic. 
But only 3.5 per cent of the 
hopsitals reported that 
patients 
w ere required to walk .hat quickly 
after operations, and only 9 8 per 
cent required patients to walk on 
the day of operation Walking on 
the day after surgery was most 
common (43 4 per cent', but 4 3 
per cent reported patients were 
not asked to walk until fo u r'o r 
m ore days afterward.
